Rome,- July 11—The general condi- 
tion of the Pope is ameliorated was the 
news which greeted early callers at the 
Vatican ithis morning. 
Immediately a 


more optimistic spirit became preva- 
lent in many circles, some even going 
so far as to fall in line with the opin- 
ion of Cardinal Satolli, that his Holi- 
ness would eventually throw off the 
complications, which are now troubling 
him and perhaps live for several years. 
Tnis feeling of optimism was enhanc- 
ed by the physician's bulletin, which 
appeared at 9:30 and which was more 
favorable than - any which had been 
issued since his Holiness relapsed on 
Thursday afternoon. On the other 
hand, the more thoughtful were chary 
in" expressing their belief that there 
was any ground for hope. The Pope, 
they pointed out, is still in a precarious 
condition and it would not take much 
of a set back 'to hasten his end. 


This class also had good grounds for 


their opinion as it became known thiis 
morning that the feature of the pa- 
Itients illness which is now causing his 
doctors the greatest anxiety is the con- 
tinued lack'of his'kidneys ito exercise 
their functions. They are almost de- 
void of action. This complication is a 
most serious one as nothing will bring 
about' a fatal end to his Holiness' ill- 
ness mo're quickly or more surely than 
uric poisoning.

but at intervals, and 
wakeful and restless.

On Lapponi asking why, the Pope 


said: "Because you never - sleep and 
never eat, while I do both abundantly. 
But I am tired, I am tired. Oh, what 
must heavenly rest be!" 


POPE'S REMARKABLE INVALIDISM 


Rome, July 11—"It must have been 


expected," said Professor Rossoni m 
describing the Pope's'condition today, 
"that I would find a weary old man 
With exhausted body and spirit and 
ready to enter eternity. But on the 
contrary, when I approached the bed- 
side I immediately saw that I had been 
mistaken. In sput« of all I had heard 
concerning his marvelous vitality I 
was amazed to find a man of such, great 
age, after so dangerous an illness, ex- 
hibiting such versatility of mind and 
such power of men'tal concentration. 
As I approached the bed he pressed my 
hand with a slight effort and looked 
at me intently with his bright, black, 
expressive eyes. He~ wore a calm, dig- 
nified smile, and began asking me a 
number of questions 
It seemed al- 


most incomprehensible that this was 
a man on the verge of death. Every 
power of will and intellect remained 
intact, showing complete consciousness 
of ego. imagine an invalid 94 years of 
age, anxious to make the acquaintance 
of his new consulting doctor, asking 
suggestive questions and testing his 
opinion of clinical science. That any- 
dying man should be able to make such 
a prompt, decided crrort of the will is 
certainly astonishing. 


"The Pope asked me if I had read 


certain essays upon medical pathology 
written by a student who took his de- 
gree in 1824. 


" 'I was very young then,' said he, 


smiling, 'but I remember many circum- 
stances of that happy period of my 
life.' 


"After hearing hig questions testing 


study and scientific ability I assure you 
that I was almost ready to believe that 
some miracle was being wrought con- 
cerning the Pope's condition." 


Three Powers Have Veto Rights, 
Rome, July 31—Premier Zarnardelli 


had a long conference Friday with the 
minister of justice, Signer Coccu-Ortu, 
under wnose jurisdiction

ligious affairs in Italy, about the even- 
tual right of veto which the Italian 
government might exercise at the next 
conclave. 
Thx-ee 
Catholic powers, 


Spain, France and Austria, enjoy this 
privilege, termed the "Right of Exclu- 
sion," which entitles them to veto the 
election of a candidate whb is not a 
persona grata to their governments. 
In such a case a power which may de- 
sire to prevent the election of a cer- 
tain candidate deputes a cardinal of its 
nationality to announce the objection 
at the conclave, but the announcement 
must be made while the scrutiny is go- 
ing on, before the candidate has re- 
ceived the majority of votes required 
to 'elect, otherwise the protest will be 
invalid. This right has been regarded 
as extremely important, especially in 
the middle ages, when Italy, being the 
largest field of action for France, Aus- 
tria and Spain, the choice of a pontiff 
was a question of supreme importance, 
as he played a leading part in their 
disputes. 
Italy claims the right re- 


ferred to as the heir to 'he fctngflom or 


find it difficult to do so now, as no 
Italian cardinal even among those who 
are most conciliatory, would undertake 
to represent United Italy, which is con- 
sidered by the chiireli 10 nave usurped 
the temporal sovereignty of the Papa- 
cy. Besides, Italy's policy consists in 
considering the Papacy to be merely 
the spiritual power, while enjoying un- 
der Italian law complete liberty and

Portugal also claims to be entiiled

Austria tried at both the last con- 


claves respectively to prevent the elec- 
tion of Plus IX. and Leo XIII, but the 
two Cardinals, Gawruck and Ganglc- 
binr. deputed for the task, both arrived 
too late. 


The last time the "right of exclu- 


sion" was successfully employed was 
in 1SH5, when Spain prevented Cardi- 
nal Giustinian from being elected Pope 
when he had already received 21 out 
of 29 voles necessary to reach the re- 
quired two thirds votes necessary for 
election. Cardinal Giustinian was so 
disappointed that he died shortly af- 
ter the conclave.

Rails Laid From CoMtroctlom Train 


MOT!UK 1.8OO Feet an Hottr. 


At tl-e rate "f three au<l a half miles 


a day a peculiar pi^ei? of uieclsr.ni "in is 
laying the trucks of tli" C'ntiaiiatl, 
UicUmond and Muurte milroid. s.iys 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. This track 
layi'ig machine automatically and ac- 
curately lifts the ties aud rails into po- 
sition, the most drudging labor in all 
railroad construction. It also furnislies 
the motive power for its owu construe 
tion truiii. 


There were stretches of roadbed over 


whi'.-h the construction train moved at 
a rate of 1,800 feet sia hour. TLe ma- 
chine utilized was one which differs In 
many essentials from that -which has 
been used west of the"Mi«sissipi>i river. 
One of its most interesting features Is 
the manner in which the material is de- 


j Uvercd to the roadbed and the compar- 
atively few men required for the differ- 
ent operations, as the ties and rails are 
lifted and moved from the cars on 
which they are carried to the roadbed, 
being connected and spiked while the 
train is in motion. 


An endless chain carrier puts the ti»s 


in position, while a crane suspended 
upon a steel truss lowers the rails in ad 
vance of the construction train. 


The machine weighs fifty tons and 


was made in Scranton, Pa. It is the 
only one of its kind in existence, and 
its inventor, Mr. Hurley, who accom- 
panies the machine, spent ten years in 
perfecting it aud thousands of dollars 
on models before success crowned Ins 
efforts. The work done upon the Cincin- 
nati, Richmond and Muncie road dem- 
onstrated that a force of about forty 
competent men was all that are re- 
quired to operate the machine to its 
fullest capacity and then when condi- 
tions are favorable over three miles of 
track in a day of ten hours could be 
put down without difficulty, while an 
average of over two and one-half miles 
could be recorded. 
The gearing on 


which the material is conveyed from 
the platform through the machine can 
be doubled. The weight of the rails 
handled includes the heaviest used for

Hew 'Way -to Grow Sugar Cane. 
A committee of the Planters' society 


has made a report on a special mode of 
growing sugar cane which bas been 
tried at Havana, says the Philadelphia 
Press. It consists of planting the cane 
in rows four yards apart, each plant or 
group of shoots being three yards from 
the next thus allowing the roots and 
foliage full scope. Only those shoots 
and pieces of cane which are full 
grown are cat, the smaller ones being 
left to ripen. The committee says that 
by this means the yield to the acre Is 
enormously Increased. It is said that 
the yield in weight of cane of the 
piece of land on which the experiment 
was made was 100 per cent greater 
than is obtained by the present meth- 
od, by -which the cane is grown much 
closer. Further experiments will be 
made.

Pope Leo XIII. was at one time one 


of the most stout limbed and daring 
hunters In Italy, says Tit-Bits. 


A companion of those days, now 


known as Father Selvagni, the aged 
priest of Carpineto, referring to the 
friend of his boyhood, once said: 
"What hunts we had togetuerl We 
were up bright and early, scouring the 
forest; but Sir Nino was ever more 
fearless than I. He climbed to the 
very top of Melaina and the Fageta, 
jumping chasms and scaling precipices 
none others dared attempt." 


It was just midway between Traf- 


algar and Waterloo that "Nino" first 
opened bis eyes on the hills of Carpi- 
neto, the eighth child of Ludovico 
Pecci, a colonel in the Italian army. 
It was through his mother, however, 
that he derived his strength of charac- 
ter and brain, and she in turn ivas a 
true daughter of Cola di Rienzi, the 
"great tribune," whose dream it was to 
give a new birth to the Roman re- 
public. 
His mother always regarded Nino as 


a special gift from heaven, and even 
when be was in his cradle she used to 
prophesy that one day he would sit on 
the "throne of St. Peter." Her letters 
are full of the wonders of this new 
Child, whom she named after her hero, 
Vincenzo Ferrer, and when his age 
was measured by months she wrote: 


"My little Vincenzo walks alone al- 


ready and goes everywhere. He is pas- 
sionately fond of horses. Although he 
is so small that yon can hardly see him 
he jumps up and rides all the furniture 
without waiting for help from any 
one. 
You may well imagine that this 


child is not the cause of much melan- 
choly. Titta, an older brother, does 
nothing but make altars. The church 
has a great attraction for bun." And 
yet bow strange it is, Titta was the 
only one of the family of nine children 
to marry, and Nino, who had all the 
early instincts of a soldier, was to be- 
come pope. 


An interesting story is told of these 


very early days. One day a peasant 
woman brought a basket of cheeses to 
the Pecci home, and the little Nino, 
stooping in curiosity to look at the 
cheeses, fell into the basket. 


"What do you want, brother?" the 


peasant asked laughingly. 


"I am Dot a brother!" the child an- 


swered, with a pout. 


"What then, a cardinal?" 
"No," answered the child's mother, 


taking him up proudly in her arms, 
"he is my little pope." And so it was 
to be, more than sixty years later. 


As a boy Nino was the ringleader in 


everything that wns mischievous or 
risky, and if there was a bully to cow 
or a daring feat to be done It was al- 
ways Kino Pecci who was In demand. 
And yet through all these boyish 
pranks, the boy's great future might 
have been seen by a discerning eye. At 
school bis beautiful face earned for 
him the nickname of "the little angel' 
and "mother of piety," and If there 
was an act of kindness to be done he 
was always the first to think of and to 
do it 


One day on his way home he found a 


peasant boy lying hurt by the roadside 
He had been knocked down by a cart 
and feared that his leg was broken 
Nino rau to a neighboring spring, filled 
Ills cap with water, gave the boy some 
to drink and with the rest bathed his 
leg. When he was sufficiently recov 
ered be raised the boy and, half sup 
porting, half carrying him, started on 
the long journey home. 


At this point Nino's tutor overtool 


him and gave him a lecture on his Im 
prudence. 


"What will your parents say," th 


teacher asked, "when you take this 
dirty ragamuffin hornet" 


"They will say that I have done 


right." Nino proudly answered: ""Is it 
so unusual, then, to help a hurt child? 
Wouldn't every one do as I am trying 
to do?" 


The Rome correspondent of the Pall 


Mall Gazette relates this experience of 
the pope with some smugglers: 


Leo XIII. remembered with interest 


the mission given him by Pope Gregory 
XVI. 
when he was only twenty-eight 


and only a few weeks after he had 
celebrated his first mass. At that time 
the province of Beuevento. which be- 
longed to tbe Papal States, but was 
almost surrounded by the territory of 
the kingdom of Naples, was. iu a 
much worse degree than Switzerland 
now is, a nest of smugglers, brigands 
and revolutionists. To put an end to 
this state of things, the then Mgr. Pecci 
was sent there as papal delegate—that 
s to say, with fuff powers. He acted, 
with extreme energy,-once sure-of the 
troops at his disposal, attacking the 
eaders of the malefactors, dispersing 
heir bands and making most of them 
prisoners. 


In this work Mgr. Pecci was greatly 


assisted by a brave and Intelligent of- 
icer. Signer Sterbina, who became his 
confidant and when the ecclesiastic 
was elected pope he nominated Ster- 
bini as scalco segreto (secret carver). 


Mgr. 
Pecci had to resort to drastic 


measures to stamp out smuggling, for 
t was practiced and supported by tbe 
most prominent people of the district 
[n fact, a certain marquis, who wa* 
Buffering under the rigorous orders 
given by tbe delegate^ was audacious 
enough to go personally to Mgr. Pecci 
o complain of what he called "the want 
of respect" shown by the customs of- 
icers toward him.' Tbe pope's repre- 
sentative began by treating the mar- 
quis with courtesy, pointing out that 
:he laws applied equally to all, high 
and low; but this reasoning, instead 
of convincing the marquis, made him 
BO angry that he declared he would go 
to Rome and not rest until he had 
obtained tbe delegate's recall. 


'Very well," answered Mga. Pecci 


with that dignity and calmness which 
characterized him; "take your com- 
plaints to Kome, but do not forget that 
to go to the Vatican you have to pass 
by Castle St Angelo'i (the famous 
prison). That same evening Mgr. Pecci 
bad the castle of the marquis sur- 
rounded by the pontifical troops and 
everj" soul in it arrested. His suspi- 
cions that the place was the headquar- 
ters of a band of smugglers were fully 
confirmed.

Catholics are 
expected to kiss the papal ring, and it 
Is left optional with them whether or 
not to kiss the. pope's foot Protestants 
are, of course, required to do neither. 
Many of them, however, voluntarily 
kissed the ring, for the gentle bearing 
and simple dignity of Leo XIII. im- 
pressed every one with respect The 
occasions were rare indeed when Amer 
leans showed themselves lacking in the 
amenities of the place, and even these 
rare exceptions Tvere of trivial impor- 
tance, says the N'ew York Herald. 


One such episode occurred at a recep- 


tion. When the pope approached the 
American group several Catholic wom- 
en prostrated themselves before him 
and kissed his slipper. When he had 
given his blessing he passed on to sev- 
eral others who were not Catholics and 
extended his hand. Two of the women 
kissed his ring, but a young girl who 
was TVith them, although kneeling, 
very plainly manifested her determina- 
tion not to do as the others had done, 
and, 
ignoring the outstretched hand, 


contented herself with inclining her 
head as the aged man stood before her. 


There was something very like a 


smoth£red_ 


^Erougfiout the hall. "The' pope could 
not have helped noticing the girl's at- 
titude. An amused smile passed over 
his face and he said to the young wom- 
an in Italian, "You are one of my chil- 
dren, just like the others, even if you 
do not like me." Then -the gentleness 
and tenderness of his face increased 
as he looked down at the girl and gave 
her his blessing. When he had passed 
on to the next group somebody trans- 
lated to the rebellious young woman 
what the pope had said. She knelt 
there for a minute or so, loofitng at the 
aged man's face; then she rose hastily 
a'nd, rushing over to where he was 
standing, threw herself impulsively on 
her knees before him and said: "I am 
ashamed. I am so sorry! Please let 
me .kiss your hand." 


The pope, of course, could not under- 


stand the words, but the girl's mean- 
Ing was clear from her manner, and 
the little, thin, trembling hand of the 
pontiff was raised to bless her again, 
when the girl bent over and reverently 
kissed it 
"Everything is well when 


the heart is right," 'said the pope ten- 
derly, and there was a suspicion, of a 
tear in his eyes as he moved on to the 
next kneeling 
figure. 
v 


One of the anecdotes related of the 


pope by Hall Caine in Household 
Words is of special interest as it 
shows in a vivid manner the ties of 
kinship in the Pecci family. He says: 


"Since the Italians entered Rome in 


1870 the attitude of the Vatican has 
been one of protest against the power 
which has arrogated its sovereignty. 
One form of this protest has been the 
absolute retirement of the pope within 
the limits of his exterritorial domain. 
It is held by the Catholic party that' 
for the pope to go out of the Vatican 
for an hour or for even so short a 
Journey as the width of the piazza of 
St. Peter's would be to compromise his 
claim, to acknowledge the supremacy 
of the. usurping king'and to expose' 
himself to the Insults ofain. unbelieving 
and rebellious populace^ JSe'itbat as it 
may, the conviction is deeply rooted ia 
the Catholic mind that since the datg 
of Italian unity the pope has never so 
much as set foot In the streets of 
Rome, and that having entered the 
Vatican as a cardinal be can only come 
out of it as a corpse. This is not the 
fact Once, at all events, Leo XIII. 
passed through the city of King Hum- 
bert, and the occasion of his doing so 
•was so proper, so human-and so touch- 
ing that the highest considerations of 
diplomacy and dignity must sink out of 
sight in regard to it 


"The pope had a brother who late in 


life became a religious and voluntarily 
took up the humblest position in the 
kitchen of the Jesuit order. In due 
course he rose to be a cardinal, and in 
his latter days he occupied apartments' 
In the Barberini palace, now let out in 
suits of rooms. Old Cardinal Pecci was 
in bis last illness In the Palazzo Bar- 
berini, while his brother, Leo XIII., 
was Imprisoned by state protest in the 
A'atiean. on the other side of the Tiber. 
Messages of love and sympathy passed 
between them day by day, the cardinal 
received his last sacraments, and the 
end was near. 


"One night late, very late, a lady was 


coming out of her apartments to step 
into her carriage, on her way to a mid- 
night reception. Then & plain hired 
coupe drew up in the piazza and a ven- 
erable old man in the black cassock 
and black beaver hat of a simple priest 
got out By the light of the lamps In 
the arches she saw his face. It was 
the pope. With a feeble step be walked 
to the door of the cardinal's rooms and 
passed through, and the lady went on 
to the reception. 
Next day the Car- 


dinal Pecci died."

President Roosevelt's vacation this 


year will be one of most rigorous train- 
Ing. He realizes that be is putting on 
flesh too fast and will devote the sum- 
mer months to exercising. On his re- 
cent western trip he added not less 
than twenty-five pounds to his weight, 
and it was very noticeable to his neigh- 
bors upon iiit> leuim tu Oj »tci' Cay, 
N. Y., a few days ago, says the New, 
York World. 


Ever since his return he has been liv- 


ing the same as a boat crew at the 
training table. Everything that tends 
to add flesh is tabooed. The president 
is very fond of sweets, and these have 
been cut off. He is a hearty eater and, 
while not fasting, is eating sparingly, 
and all farinaceous foods are omitted 
from his meals. 


Horseback riding is one of the presi- 


dent's greatest fads. He finds that it 
tends to reduce his weight, and as a 
result he goes daily for a ride along 
the various shady roads near Saga- 
more hill. The president does not like 
to jog along the roads. He rides like a 
trooper, and when he starts it is al-. 
ways with the intention of making a 
good, hard run of It before he returns. 
The rides usually begin with a slow 
trot, which is followed by-'a gallop^and 
when the horse is thoroughly warmeS 
up he is urged into a hard run.

Joker on nis borsebdck"riaes. ~~Wb.eti 
he is tearing along the roads on Blei- 
stein- or Wyoming, his two, favorite 
horses, he will suddenly j>ml up and 
wait for the remainder of bis party to 
come Tip with him. With a yell that he 
learned while "cow punching" in the 
west the president will wave his wide 
brimmed sombrero and start on an- 
other run. This usually results in the 
horses of the remainder of the party 
attempting to overtake him, much to 
the discomfiture of the riders. 


On the return to Sagamore hill the 


president's mount is usually steaming. 
When near his home the president 
comes to on a dignified jog trot. Blei- 
stein has a gait known as a "fox trot," 
which is one of the easiest known to 
riders.

also well gaited. Wyoming is still a 
little strange to the Long Island roads 
and is not being ridden as much as 
Bleistein. 


Lawn tennis is another of the less 


strenuous exercises of the president 
by which he expects to reduce his 
weight and get himself in good condi- 
tion before he is compelled to return 
to Washington at the end of the sum- 
mer. He usually plays this with the 
children shortly after luncheon.
